To- 
night, bulUt-rldden, blackened and 
In nilM, It bloaaomed forth aa the 
proTlalonal capital of Mexico, and 
proudly sends forth Its vivas for 
Provialonal Prealdent Fraurisco I. 
Madero, Jr., who Is Its guest and 



conqueror. 

General Juan J. Navarro, his 
head bowed, aurrendered hia garrl- 
■OB of 500 men, together with hIa 
■tatr offleen, at noon. Thejr aaked 
no merry. Hut the/ reekOBed With- 
out their host. 

The brave General, who fought 
like a hero, and his 37 offlcers were 
paroled to-night by General Madero. 
After inrltlng them to dinner ha 
announced, that If ther wonld prom- 
Ise on their honor not to leave the 
vlty, they coulil have the liberty of 
the town. Ttiey agreed and are 
Bleeping at their own headquarters 
to-night. 

Francisco I. Madero. Jr., the eon- 
qneror, surrounded by members of 

Ills family and his staff. Joyous, ex- 
ultant and flushed with victory, Is 
ready, he says, to nial<H peare witli 
the .Mexican Covernment if it in dis- 
posed to deal frankly and sincerely 
with the revolutionists, and without 
"such vague promises as President 
Dial's manifesto contains." 

In hotel lobbies, store fronts and 
linlhvays tlie Improvised hospitals 
of the battlefield, are srores of 
wounded, attended by a host of piiy- 
alcians and nurses from El Paso |r ii< no 
who have volunteered medical re- 
lief. 

The floors of the Parfirlo Diaz Ho- 
tel, where wounded lay to-iilnht, 
«re rovered with blood-soaked rloth- 
Int;. 

"The fortunes of war," mumbled 
nn insurreeto soldier to-night, as he 

stood with tears In his eyes over 
the body of a Federal soldier whom 
he liaii linoun for years. 

The actual surrender of the town 
by General Navarro took place 
about 1 o'clock. General. Navarro 
giving his sword to Colonal Oari- 
Inldl, of the Insurreeto army, after 
the rebels had surrounded the bar- 
raclcs and threatened to annihilate 
tlie Harrison within. 

Ills eyes dimmed as he surrender- 
ed, but Colonel (iaribaldl, with a 
liandshake that bespoke his admi- 
ration for the brave light the Fed- 
«ral leader had made, assured bim 
of the desire of the rebels to afford 
him every courtesy. 

A score of ridiel ofU'ers rode up 
Jiiiil extendi'd to the Federal rom- 
inaiiiler their sympathy as Mexicans 
for him and his men. There is the 
same fraternal sentiment to-night 
In the hearts of the entire insurree- 
to army for their countrymen who 
have been defeated, but evi rvwbere 
are hard words of opiirobriiim for 
President Dlas. whom they bold re- 
sponsible for the loss of life and 
the sufTerinn of the wounded. 

General Madero himself, when he 
arrived this afternoon at the corral 
where the Federal i)risoner» are 
quartered, made an address full of 
«ynipathy and eiirtiMra«enieiit, laud- 
ing them for their bravery and as- 
suring them that In his heart, as 
well as in those of his men. there 
'Was no feeling of enmity, but of un- 
iform friendliness. 

"Tou fought for General Dlas." 
lie declared at the roiichision of liis 
speech, "lie'-aiise you liad to; be- 
cause you were a part of that sys- 
tem wliieh w«. are trying to dissolve. 
In a few days perhaps peace will be 
restored. You soon will be free. If 
the war is to be continued, you can 
have your choice of beiti^,- (laroled 
or Joining the army of liberation. 
In tbe meaiilinic ue shall treat )r0U 
as brothers, iiot as foes." 

With shouU of "Viva Madero" 
the vaat throng of prisonera and In- 
■aurraetoa who gathered to hear him 
threw their hats skyward and shout- 
ed In most deafening applause. 

A few moments later down the 
main thoroughfare was heard the 
galloping of horses and soon tbe 
Inaarreoto atandard, the Mexican 
national eolon, flaahed In the sun- 
light.

Kan«ag City, Mo., May 13. — Ib al- 
falfa responsible for the Increased 
Kize and decreased price of the hogs 
that com* into the Kansas City 
markstt Stockyarda company olB- 
clala belleTs It to on* of tha prlad- 
pal reasons, though of course other 
factors are to be congldered. 

Only a year ago the complaint 
was made that there was a scarcity 
of hot* In the eonntry. It was be- 
llered the supply was ao low that 
It would take five or six years to 
bring It back to the normal, but in 
ttic old days It was customary to 
allow for a considerable percentage 
,^of loss of hogs on account of disease, 
putlcularly hog cholera. Then, too, 
there had grown np a practice 
among farmers of marketing a good 
many hogs that had not attained 
ihpir full growth and war* ranlly 
llKht. 

All last winter and this spring 
there have been icOmiag lO Kanaaw 
City • stream of tat, wall dereloped 
hfoitB weighing on an avanga nawr- 

fy twenty-UTe pounds more than the 
hbgs that came a year ago. 

On an averag* they are the 
amoothest, beat looking lot of hogs 
that have heen on the market In 
years and there are so many more of 
•'hem than anyhoily rxjiertcd that 
the price takes an occasional drop 
and offers no promise €it foUkg tb« 
other way. 

The first explanation to that there 
has been very little cholera in the 
country; then that there was an ex- 
traordinary supply of corn and the 
farmers held the hogs longer to 
clean up the corn, and that the feed- 
ing was liberal all through the win- 
tar and th* hogi grew fast. 

'Tka absence of cholera the farm- 
era attribute to the alfalfa. In the 
last few years farmers all over Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma and some parts 
of Missouri have found that tharo 
are Tory few farms without noma 
acres that will grow alfalfa. For- 
merly It was supp 'Sed that only car- 
tain kinds of soil would grow it and 
that tho bottom land WM th* OBly 
place for alfalfa. 

The farmera have laamad that al- 
falfa Is cheaper than corn for hogs 
and, when fed with corn, makes bet- 
ter hogs. It is said that herds of 
hogs, that graie on alfalfa part of 
the time rarely have cholera. 

"The belief is growing down 
here," said Bugan* Roat, general 
manager of the Stoekyarda eompc- 
ny, yesterday, "that alfalfa has had 
^ more to do with the Burprlslngly 
■ large number of hogs raised In the 
country last year than any other one 
cauae. The usual allowance for 
hogs dying of dlaeaaa cannot be 
flwde this year and th* tact that 
nearly every pig of last ya*r Ilred 
to grow to n marketable alaa. aco* 
counts for the Increased number of 
hogs. Tlie l)lg corn crop and the 
general use of alfalfa account for 



the increased size. But prices are 
not materially lowered, so that the 
grower contbn«sa to piak* good pro- 
flt. Hoga can b* grown mack cheap- 
er when they run on pasture than 
any other way, so with reduced 
prices, he Is still making money."

Washington, May It. — In an in- 
terview, Manuel L. Queson, one of 

the resilient ('omniiAsioners of the 
Philippine Islands, has made a bold 
demand for Filipino Independence, 
declaring it to high time the United 
Statea made good Ita promlae of 
thirteen yeara ago that hto people 
would be held aa warda only until 
they were fit for self-government. 

"As the representative of the 
eight million people of the Philip- 
pine Islanda and as their mouth- 
piece, I am directed to say that they 
seek from you that which it will 
cost you nothing to concede and 
something which Is, and ever will 
W> more to them than wealth and 
lite— their liberty." 

Commtoaloner Queton, whose stat- 
us in Washington Is that of dele- 
gate in ('on«rc:-.s from the Territo- 
ries, claims to be the only real rep- 
resentative of the Filipino people, 
although he haa a colleague here, 
Commiaaioner Benito Legnrda. Que- 
son was chosen by the Philippine 
Assembly, being the unanimous 
choice of all parties. Legarda Is the 
representative of the Philippine 
Commission, and, therefore, it is 
claimed, to not in aympathy with 
the demaftda of the FUtplnoa for 
Immediate Independenoe. 

Continuing, ho said: 

"When the people of the Vnited 
States came in contact with the Fil- 
ipinoa the irat tin*, the only thing 
they knew about them waa that 
there were some unclvillted people 
In the mountains, and the i)eoi)le of 
the I'nlted States took for granted 
that all the rest of the Islands were 
more or less in about the same con- 
dition. Preaident McKlnley'a inves- 
tigating eommtoalon tOund that tho 
Fillplaoa, even at that time, were 
In much better condition and were 
more fit to govern themselves than 
were the people of Cuba, to whom 
Independence was given immediate- 
ly. 

"Tou of the United SUtea do not 
know that all branehee of eeleaee 

or art are, and have always been, 
well represented in the people of 
my race. We have a Rizal. who 
became a world-known celebrity, 
whom the Filipinos worship as much 
as the Americans worship Wash- 
ington. There to a Luna, whooe 
palntinga have been the admiration 
of the whole world. There is a 
Ycaza and a Moreno-I.acalle, whose 
learning in tlie law made them ob- 
jects of a<Imirntion at the highest 
courts of Spain. There are num- 
berlesa doctors who rank .with the 
higheet of their profeaalon 1b Eu- 
rope or thto eountry. There are 
politiciana that can occupy any 
place In any legislative body of any 
nation, and All that poeitlon in a 
creditable manner. 

"The Qovernment of the United 
BUtea pledged itaelf before the 
whole world that In governing the 
Philippine Islands, the welfare of 
the Filipinos should be given first 
consideration, and this, I regret to 
say, has not been the case. A grad- 
ual letting in of the Filipinos In the 
Government's management has been 
promised time and time again, hut 
although there has been some pre- 
tense that this hss been done, no 
such thing has occurred, and tl)e 
most Important positions continue 
to be niled by Americans and not by 
Filipinos. The high salaried poai- 
tiona are occupied by American elt- 
ifens, and only the minor and un- 
imporiaut ones are given to the na- 
tives. 

"The occupation of the Islanda is 
costing the Government of the 
United States millions yearly. The 
lonrer the United Statea retaiaa the 
Philippine fslanda, the greater will 
be the temptation for American cap- 
ital to exploit fl'o !=I.Tnds. Th'e more 
American caiili.ti I- t-ntrenched in 
the Phlllpplnen. tl'e more ■<llftlcult 
will it be for the United States to 
grant us our Independence, because 
the American intereats will demand 
of Uncle Sam that .he remain there 
and protect them. And we do not 
want American capital to take hold 
of our lands and our farms. 

"President Taft said that the 
PhlMppinee are for the

'eyet. "While she lived I wanted her 
to be happy and comfortable.

Tlie "courier hoy" who carried 
a message famous In history from 
Morgan, the raider, to General Rob- 
ert E. Lee, by riding seven weeks 
through Union lines, now lives in a 
email room at 360 Ward atreet, Chi- 
cago, with nothing but tha iMmorles 
of the South as his fortuaa, aays the 
Chicago Record-Herald. 

His one possession of value is the 
knife with which (ieneral Morpan 
and Captain Mines dug Jhelr way 
out ot the Federal prison at Colum- 
I bus. Ohio, In 1868. For thla he was 
! offered large sums of moaar years 
lapo when his fortune, though 
w recked by the civil war, waa one of 
the larpest in the South. 

In the forty-five years since he 
surrendered with Morgan'a com- 
mand, hla fortuaa haa dwindled and 
he may be forced to part with his 
memento, left with hla mother by 
the Confederate leader and treasur- 
ed b> his family ai a priceless relic 

His name. Washington A. Piatt, 
waa and atlll la one to coniure with 
in Kontneky and the South. He 
cornea from Revolutionary atoek, bis 
great-grandfather having been with 
Washinpton in that war. His grand- 
father. Robert I'iatt, fought In the 
war of 1S12, and was given prants 
for 1200 acres of land, on which 
now stands Cincinnati, for his ser- 
vlcea. Hia mother waa a namber of 
a famous Southern family In Boone 
county, Kentucky, and her faniilv 
had title to 30,000 acres of land 
near Lexington. 

The land grants to these proper- 
tiea aigned by Preaident Jackson 
and Preaident Llacola. are atlll in 
his poaseaslon. but his share In the 
holdings haa long since been lost. 
At one time he was s partner of 
Lyman 3. Cape in a business van- 
ture, and both lost heavily. 

Piatt waa 1» yeara old in 1863, 
aad had baea in the aecret sarvloe 
of the Confederate army. Oeneral 
Morgan and Captain Hlnes. after 
their escape from the Columbus 
I.rison. made their way to his moth- 
er's house. Young Piatt gave his 
favorite riding horse to Captain 
Hlaea. and purchaaed "Jenny Lynn," 
a riding mare which was the pride 
of Kentucky, for General Morftan. 
Then when the Confederate raider 
and his lieutenant weri' ready to 
ride South, (ieneral Morpan wrote 
a message to Gen. Lee and asked 
Piatt to deliver It. The maaaage 
waa as followa: 

"To General Robart B. Lea, Vir- 
ginia: 

"We are out of prison. Km on 
my way to Abblngton, Va., to reor- 
ganlte my command, leaving Cap- 
Ula Htaea bahtad to raise a body 
of mea la aorthara Kaatncky aad 
Indiana; release the Camp Douflaa 
prisoners, arm, mount them aad 
lead them to Virginia. 

"J. H. Morgan, (en route.)" 

"I did Bot kaow where Oaaaral 
Lee waa In camp," aaid the "eoar- 
ler boy," in deacriblng bis ride. "1 
only knew he was in Virpinia. But 
an order from Morgan was to be 
obeyed, and I accepted tlie letter 
with Instructions to destroy It If I 
waa captured. 

"My Journey took me through 
Union lines and I was chaflenged 
many times but was not detained. 
After riding seven weeks, during 
which I slept In barns and on the 
ground, and got food at night from 
my people, I found General Lee." 

Piatt la atill a "rebel " in bia love 
for tha South, but ha believes ba haa 
a message from hia comradea in 
gray. He Is going to travel down 
in Dixie this summer for the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, telling his 
story. His advice to the South is 
going to be that the country is unit- 
ed, and Llaeola aad Lee wtU be 
eoapled bv bim — ao one greater 
than the other.
